California’s Operating Expenses for 

Four Months $300,000 Less Than 

Same Last Year. '

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 2.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch] The expenses for operating 
the State of California for the first 
four months of the present fiscal year 
are upwards of $300,000 less than they 
were a year ago according to figures 
announced today by State Controller 
Nye. These figures show that to date 
the State has spent $5,165,515 as com- 
pared with $5,497,329 for July, August, 
September and October of 1909. The 
fiscal year begins in July of each year. 
The general fund for the last four 
months has been drawn on for 42,301. 
626 as compared with $2,366,524 far the 
same fund last year to the first of 


November. All other funds this year 
show expenditures amounting to 32. 
863,789 against $3,130,804 for 1909. 

The money paid out of the general 
fund for the month just closed 
amounted to $599,007 and $321,710 from 
all other funds. ' 

The lighter expense is attributed to 
no particular reason unless that it is 
that heavy warrants drawn for the 
San Francisco seawall last year 
served to keep up the State's expenses.

MORTGAGE TAX AMENDMENT. 

Thirty years ago the mortgage tax 
clause was placed in the Constitution 
of California. It was intended by it te 
meet the decision of the State Su- 
preme Court that a mortgage is not of 
itself property, but only ah ineident of 
the debt, the payment of which it se- 
cures. Where the. mortgagee was a 
non-resident of the State, it was impos- 
sible to collect any taxes from him, 
and even when he was a resident, it 
was difficult in many instances to in- 
duce him to iIncludé the mortgage note 
among the solvent debts due him. 

The tax on mortgages has, in some 
instances, worked an oppression upon 
the owners of farms, who paid double 
taxes by paying a tax upon the realty 
and then paying—by way of extra in- 
terest—a tax on the money loaned on 
the property. But in practice the se 
verity of the mortgage tax law has 
been mitigated by the assessors and 
boards of equalization placing such a 
low value upon mortgage property that 
the value assessed, when added to the 
amount of the mortgage, did not ex- 
ceed the fair cash value of the prop- 
erty. 

On the whole, the mortgage tax law 
has worked fairly. The business of the 
State has been adjusted to it. To re 
peal it now would seriously reduce our 
revenues, and it does not appear that 
any corresponding advantage would 
inure to the people. To disturb. exist-
